Also, when the prayer 
book is being revised he w< a I Lave 
the rubrics give the clergy zniffloient 
latitude at least to enable them to 
pray on occasion extempore in church 
without appearing to be either “ram­ 
pant or radical." 


BOY BURNED AT STAKE 


Mimic Indian War Dance Ends In the 
Victim’* Death. 
Boston, April 29.—Bound and tied to 
a stake while his little playmates ex­ 
ecuted a mimic Indian war dance and 
"tortured" him with a lighted candle, 
Max Tatlebaum, aged five years, of 
Roxbury, turned play into reality and 
was "burned at the staljfj.” 
His clothing caught fife from the 
candle, causing Injuries which result­ 
ed In his death later. His companions 
ran away when they saw the boy’s 
clothing flaming up, and he was re­ 
leased from the stake by two little 
girls, who carried him home. 


GIBBONS SELECTED

Washington, April 29.—Captain John

TAKES RAP ATI 
FREE LIST BILL 


Congressmen Moore and Prince 
Assail Measure; 


ANNEXATION 
TALK 
A6AIN 


Illinois Representative Says Measure 
Should Be Labeled "Farmers' Fake 
Bill" and Sees Alliance With Canada 
In Reciprocity. 


Washington, April 29.—Representa­ 
tive Moore, of Philadelphia, and Rep­ 
resentative Prince, of Illinois, both Re­ 
publicans, bitterly attacked the “farm­ 
ers’ free list bill” in the house.. 
Incidentally Mr. Moore paid his re­ 
spects to the Canadian reciprocity bill, 
which he said he had opposed. 
He 
would continue to opiate it, ho de­ 
clared, as a step in the direction of 
free trade. 
If the policy started by the enact­ 
ment 
of the Canadian 
reciprocity 
agreement were pursued, as it was 
evident that the Democrats intended 
to pursue it, the result, the Philadel­ 
phian contended, would ultimately be 
free trade. That It spelled free trade, 
Mr. Moore said, was shown by the 
fact that it was immediately followed 
by the proposed free list bill. 
This measure, he declared, 
was 
against the farmer and the artisan, 
the industrial worker in every line of 
activity. Localizing the effect of these 
two measures, Mr. Moore proceeded to 
show how great was the importance of 
the agricultural as well as the indus­ 
trial interests of Pennsylvania. 
The entire industrial fabric of the 
nation, he said, would be seriously af­ 
fected if the mills w e re closed. 
The 
industrial workers in the ctties could 
not buy from the farmer lf they had 
not the wage with which to pay him. 
If, therefore, the farmer proposes to 
transfer his market, the one in which 
he purchases, to foreign countries, the 
working men in the cities would be 
without the power to buy from the 
farmer. Hence, he argued, by the pas­ 
sage of these two measures 
there 
would be depression all along the 
line of commercial activity. 
Representative Prince, Republican, 
of Illinois, incidental to a tariff speech, 
attac ked the Canadian reciprocity bill 
already passed by the house and criti­ 
cised the Democrats for their appoint­ 
ment of numerous investigating com­ 
mittees. 
“This ought to be called a session 
of congress for th e Investigation of 
everything,” said Mr. Prince. 
“The 
various committees and commissions 
are circling around investigating each 
other and doing little else.” 
Mr. Prince declared that the farmers 
had been “sold out” and that the re­ 
ciprocity bill was the “worst bargain 
ever driven by one nation with an­ 
other.” The Democratic “farm ers’ free 
list,” said Mr. Prince, ought to be la­ 
beled the ‘‘farm ers’ fake bill.” 
Mr. Prince declared reciprocity and 
partial free tra d e with Canada to be 
the first step toward annexation. 
He 
said th a t S p e a k e r Clark had never de­ 
nied 
th e annexation sentiments ex­ 
p ressed In th e last session. 
“It is the history of this nation,” 
said Mr. Prince, “th a t we first Ameri­ 
canize a territory, then annex it.” 


RAPS TAFT AND HITCHCOCK 


Democrat Charges Postm aster General 
With Manipulating Political Machine. 
Washington, April 29.—Postmaster 
General Hitchcock was charged by 
Representative Cullop, Democrat, of 
Indiana, in the house with being the 
“creator and the presiding genius of 
a powerful political machine, organized 
within the |s)stoffice department.” 
Mr. Cullop also declared that the 
power given to the president to ap­ 
point government employes was “too 
dangerous to be confined to any one 
man.”

mer’s demands were refused. 


Earle Loses His “Affinity." 
New York, April 29.—Justice New- 
burger, in the supreme court, signed 
the final judgment annulling the mar 
riage of Julia Kuttner and Ferdinand 
Plnney Earle, the artist, whose matri­ 
monial experiences added the word 
“affinity" to English alang. Miss Kutt- 
ner was Earle’s second wife, the artist 
marrying her after his first wife ob­ 
tained a divorce in Prance. 


Filibusters In Jail. 
Pan Juan, Porto Rico, April 29. — 
General Carlos P. Morales, the former 
president, and Maurlcio Jimlnez, the 
former vice president of Santo Do­ 
mingo, were arraigned charged with 
planning

against San Domingo, and held for the 
grand jury. In default of $2500 bail 
blinds they were sent to jail.

With these words addressed to At­ 
torney Job Harriman, Ortle E. Mc- 
Manigal, who has made several con­ 
fessions of participating in dynamit­ 
ing plots and has implicated James B 
McNamara and J. J. McNamara in the 
dynamiting of the Ixra Angeles Timas 
building, indicated his attitude toward 
the men who are his co-defendants. It 
Is evident that he is going to seek 
advice from Burns and l>e guided by 
what the detective tells bim to do. 
That he will be a star witness for 
the prosecution is a foregone conclu­ 
sion.

Police of Lakewood, N. J., Are Search­ 


ing For Colored Man Who Was Seen 


to Follow Her. 


Lakewood, N. J,, April 29.—Arnold 
Turner wan riding Lady, the pet fam­ 
ily horse, through the woods, looking 
for his aunt, Mrs. Charles N. Turner, 
who had disappeared from her home 
a ere on Wednesday. 
He could not understand why Lady 
insisted upon turning off the path and 
taking to the woods on the side of the 
road. All efforts to lead the horse back 
into the path were unavailing, so the 
boy let her have her way, and almost 
before he knew it they had broken 
through the underbrush 
and 
came 
upon a huddled heap on the ground, 
which the boy knew was his aunt. Too 
frightened to yell, he rode to the near­ 
est bouse, about 300 yards, and told 
the neighbors that Mrs. Turner had 
been found and to hurry and get a 
doctor. 
The woman was lying face down­ 
ward en the ground, and nearby a 
club, seven feet long, with the bark 
knocked off in spots, told the rest of 
the story. The otlicials are hunting for 
I colored man whom they suspect did 
the trick. 
Mrs. Turner left her home on Wed­ 
nesday alteration to do an errand, but 
tile family didn't let the authorities 
know' that she was gone until Friday 
afternoon, and two or three hours af­ 
terward the nephew found the body. 
One woman says she saw Mrs. Turner 
About 3 ti t lock that day walking in 
the direction of her home. That was 
tile last seen of her alive. 


Was Killed W ith Club. 
The body was found off the beaten 
tra< k, and it was evident that there 
had been a struggle from the condi­ 
tion ot the woman, though the ground 
around showed no evidence of it. The 
theory is that the body was carried to 
where It was found, although the club I 
with which the murder was apparently : 
done was found fifteen feet away. 
Dr. W. G. Schauffter’s examination 
showed that there was an open wound 
in the bark of the head, aud at the 
upper end of the left ear a scalp 
wound two Inches long, exposing the 
bone and filled with dirt. When the 
body was turned over it was found I 
that the fare was covered with dirt, 
and when this was removed It was 
found that the assailant had struck 
Mrs Turner a blow in the face which 
had flattened her nose back agairst 
the face. Tile lips were tightly closed 
and the teeth ylen< lied. 
The whole 
frontal region 61 the skull was frac­ 
tured. 
Her necktie had been torn off, 
while her waist was torn from the 
neckband to the laist line, and the 
roi set cover tom from the yoke nearly 
lo the waist, exposing the flesh. There 
was no evidence of an assault. 
Prosecutor T. J. Brown Immediately 
started to look into the case himself. 
He got the description of a colored 
man who Is well known In Lakewood, 
and who was said to have stopped at 
a nearby house to the scene of the 
crime shortly after Mrs. Turner had 
pa-«ed there After getting a drink of 
water the colored man took the u m p 
path Mrs. Turner had taken. 
Shortly alter the word became nois­ 
ed about Lakewod that the body had 
been found this man was seen at the 
station platform with a dress suitcase 
In hand. 
He started tip the tracks 
toward Farmingdale, a village eight 
miles away, ami the prosecutor went 
after him. 
Mrs 
Turner was -a woman about 
forty years old and had a large num­ 
ber of friends in Lakewood She was 
a daughter of the late William Bar­ 
men* ler, one of tile pioneers in the 
resort, and a sister of Charles J. Par- 
montier, treasurer of the f.akewcwKl 
Trust company. 
Her home life was 
declared by all to have been happy, 
and no one t an suggest any reason 
for the murder. 


Anglo-American Arbitration Indorsed 


by a Notable Meeting Held In Lon­ 
don. 


London, April 29.—What 
Premier 
Asquith described as ‘‘this venerable 
Guild Hall,” without whose seal of ap 
proval no |>opular movement in Lon­ 
don is really launched, witnessed a 
meeting for tub adoption of resolutions 
pledging the city to the support of 
Anglo-American complete arbitration. 
On the right of the lord mayor, w ho 
presided and held the center of a tem­ 
porary stage, was Prime Minister As­ 
quith and on his left A. J. Balfour, 
loader of the opposition in the com­ 
mons. 
Massed about the mayor were dig 
nitarieg of the church and many men 
prominent in other walks of life. 
Mr. Asquith aud Mr. Balfour spoke 
eloquently of the treaty proposed by 
President Taft, declaring that it would 
mark a new era in civilization, but 
bot Ii pointedly disclaimed that a pact 
between Great Britain and the United 
States for submission of all differences 
to arbitration would mean an alliance. 
Mr. Balfour 
warned his hearers, 
than whom he said none in the world 
felt more the burden of preparing for 
war, that the treaty would not mean 
immediate reduction of armaments. 


Speech of the Premier. 
Premier Asquith said; 
‘ The 
unique 
situation which we 
have met to recognize and welcome 
has not been organized or engineered 
by the apparatus of diplomacy. 
The 
seed which the president of the United 
States cast fell on ground prepared to 
receive It. 
“That which a few years ago, even 
a few months ago, might have been 
regarded as the dream of idealists, 
nas not only passed into the domain 
of practical statesmanship, but has lie 
come the settled purpose of two great 
d%n toeracier. 
“The profound significance of the 
new departure is that, between Great 
Britain and the United States, what­ 
ever the gravity of the issue and the 
magnitude of the interests Involved; 
whatever the poignancy of the feelings 
It arouses, there will be a definite 
abandonment of war as a possible so­ 
lution and the substitution of argu­ 
ment for force, and the supersession 
by Judicial methods of the old ordeal 
of battle.” 


No Menace to Others Implied. 
Arter declaring that this movement 
Implied no menace to the rest of man­ 
kind and did not provide for an Anglo- 
American a lb a n 'e, aggressive or de­ 
fensive, the premier continued: 
“But we may hope and believe that 
other things will follow, it is not for 
us to dictate or to preach to other na­ 
tions, but if the United States and 
Great Britain renounce war, a step 
will he taken of immeasurable and in­ 
comprehensible significance In the on­ 
ward progress of humanity.” 
Mr. Asquith then moved the resolu­ 
tion pledging the support of citizens 
of london to the proposed treaty. 
The resolution was received with 
tremendous applause, which continued 
until Mr. Balfour rose to second it. 
The opposition leader said that An­ 
glo-American arbitration seemed near­ 
er fruition now- than ever before in 
history.
